He then handed Captain Whiting a paper 


bearing a set of grievances dated No- 
vember 28, 1880. He stated that the sail- 
makers employed by tho government are 
hired at a lower rate thon sail-makers out- 
side, and -the foreman employed incompe- 
tent men as nrst-fluss mechanics at 81.50 
less than union rales outside. 


Captain Whiting forcibly denied this, 


and said that the grievances were unjust. 
The representative siuil: "1 know nothing 
about how you conduct things. I was only 
sent by the order to submit the griev- 
ances." 


"You can return to your order,'' an- 


swered the officer, "and tell them that 
those grievances are a sot of lies through- 
out." 
Whiting then went up into the sail loft

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things the Arabians kneiv. We must 
consider the use they were able to 
make of their knowledge. It is an es- 
sential characteristic ol the scientific 
spirit that not only acquaints itself 
with a multitude of phenomena, but 
arranges snch phenomena in harmo- 
nious systems which disolay pervading 
laws and point to originating forces. 
We may have vast accumulations ol 
facts without science, and we may go 
on adding to the store without directly 
advancing 
science. 
Some 
muter 


mind must come and treat tbe accumu- 
lations scientifically. The. discovery 
ot a new fossil species or a new min- 
eral, or in the present state of chem- 
istry nnd astronomy, of a new metal 
or a new asteroid, or, in mental 
science, 
the 
mere noting 
of. a 


hitherto unnoticed form of action, 
may be tin entirely insignificant event. 
The process ot fact-accumulation often 
goes on for a long time without any re- 
salt of importance to science as such. 
It is not a useless process, because 
facts are the a, b, c, or the bricks and 
mortar ot science, but they are not 
science. What we so name is the archi- 
tectural thought into which the bricks 
and mortar of facts are wrought, and 
by which we secure a harmonious 
unification of phenomena. Of this 
kind of work we nnd llltle or none 
among the Arabians. They took the 
systems which were handed over to 
them, along with avast amount ot ma- 
terial which bad not yot been wrought 
into systems, and they left all substan- 
tially as they found it. In one depart- 
ment and another they increased the 
raw mutorial, but they did not know 
bow to work it up. They toiled per- 
scvoringly and with self-denial, travel- 
ing to the ends of the earth, examin- 
ing, collecting, studying and observ- 
ing, but they had not constructive gen- 
ius. 
In astronomy they mode numer- 


ous observations with their improved 
Instruments, and published astronom- 
ical tables, which, as'the Saracens were 
able to observe more closely than their 
predecessors, wore better than those 
Hi Bt existed among the ancients. They 
measured over and over again the In- 
clination of the ecliptic, and, in order 
to determine tbe earth's dimensions, 
they ascertained by careful toil the 
length of degrees of latitude in two 
difterent regions. But they made but 
one, or possibly two, new discoveries 
which might affect the condition of as- 
tronomical science: the motion of the 
sun's apogee, detected by Kl Batini, 
nnd the third irregularity of the moon, 
by Abul Wefa. 
The first of thcso ob- 


servationi reflects great credit upon its 
author. The propriety of giving to 
Abnl Wefa Hit) merit of the second has 
been questioned, and by some of the 
highest authorities dcnie'd. 
In view of 


hi) dispute we must leave his desert 
imletcrmined. Whether or not he d«- 
ected the motion, it is re mark able that 
he moon's variation,as the thirdirreg- 
ilnrlty i.s called, was lost sight of 
iy tho Arabians, if they ever knew of 
t. 
Abul Wefa iHd not pursue the sub- 


ect, nor was the amount of the varia- 
;itm reduced to measure. The irregu- 
arity was so completely forgotten, that 
when it was noticed by Tycho Brahe it 
was supposed to bo an entirely new 
contribution to astronomical science. 
The one discovery in astronomy, there- 
fore, which is fully conceded—that o! 
the motion ot tho sun's apogee—stands 
ns a marked exception in all the work 
of the Arabian astronomers, extended 
over a period of live hundred years. In 
contrast with this result, Christian En- 
rope had not been in possession of Greek 
astronomy more than three or four hun- 
dred years before the whole Hippar- 
chan theory was revolutionized by 
Copernicus, 
while Newton's 
great 


theory of universal gravitation was 
woven mound the whole solar system 
only a century and a half later. The 
Siiracons had complained of the un 
wieldiness of the Hipparchan system, 
but they lacked either the genius or 
the Independence to break away from 
it. Their career in other bronchos ol 
science it of like character. 


Into statics and hydraulics they in 


troduced no n«jw principle, nor were 
they able to move forward and estab- 
lish a science of motion or dynamics. 
Their groat physicist was El Hazen 
to whose credit is to be placed the 
further prosecution of Ptolemy's ob- 
iervHlioiis on the refraction of light. 01 


wrbaps tbe independent discovery Of 
he laws ol refraction; certainly tbe 
correction of one of Ptolemy's errors, 


•he ptttlenlar* of utrononiioti refwe- 
lon he also definitely and clearly 
tated, 
and 
for 
this 
deserves 


much of the praise bestowed on 
him, though the ground had already 
been trodden by Ptolemy. 
Beyond 


this wort of El Hazen the Arabians do 
not seem to have contributed to the 
science ol optics, though there was 
great need of a further practical 
tnowledge of the use of lenses. Be- 
tore they were through with science, 
and as early as the thirteenth century, 
we have found an Englishman, Roger 
Bacon, busying himself with lenses, 
and insisting on the importance of 
optical improvements for the< further- 
ance of astronomical observations. 


It is in alchemy more than anywhere 


else that the Arabians have the credit 
of new discoveries. But it is univer- 
sally conceded that in their hands it 
never attained to the dignity of a 
science. In their eager search for the 
elixir of life and tbe philosopher ^ 
stone, they were stimulated to the 
preparation ol new compounds, some 
of which have proved of great utility 
in the arts and: as instruments of sci- 
ence, but there was no approach to a 
scientific handling of facts. They are 
tbe reputed discoverers ol nitric and 
solphnrie acid; they prepared absolute 
alcohol and phosphorus; they put sal- 
ammoniac to nitric acid and dissolved 
gold; bnt they did hot know the com- 
position of the acids which they dis- 
covered, nor was there any system 
which could connect the facts. They 
worked away with retort and furnace 
and reagent through five hundred 
years, but alchemy was still a chaos. 
It is hard to understand how so learned 
a writer as Ur. John William Draper 
can declare, on the ground of Geber's 
discovery of nitric acid, that his name 
marks an epoch in chemistry equal 
in importance to that of Priestley 
and Lavoisier. What scientific result, 
it may be asked, followed the discov- 
ery of nitric acid, valuable as that re- 
acent is? The discovery of oxygen by 
Priestley, and the decomposition of 
water by Cavendish, and the promul- 
gation "of the oxygen theory by La- 
voisier, revolutionized chemistry. In 
like manner, when the same authority 
declares of Geber's theory—which 
makes all metals to be compounded ol 
sulphur, mercury and arsenic—that, 
though erroneous, "it is not without a 
scientific value," we can only accept 
the statement under narrow limita- 
tions. 


The experience of the Arabians ui 


philosophy repeats that which is illus- 
trated in the natural sciences and in 
mathematics. In the school of logic 
and speculation they were learners, 
not originators. They devoted them- 
selves to these studies with ardor and 
perseverance; they became voluminous 
writers. But in the whole line of phi- 
losophers, from El Kendi down to Ibu 
Roschd or Averroes, including El Fa- 
rabi. El Gazali, Ibn Badia and Ibn 
Tofail, no one is looked back to by 
modern students 
as an 
authority. 


There was no Arabian Plate or Aris- 
totle. The Mohammedan philosophers 
are chiefly celebrated for their com- 
mentaries on their Greek master, whom 
they blindly followed. Ibn Roschd. 
thu'greatest amongst them and the lust 
who attained distinction, is quoted as 
siwing that since Aristotle no one liad 
added any thing of consequence t" 
logic, physics or metaphysics, thus 
denying any originality to the specu- 
lative writers of his own faith.—£d- 
ward Hungerford, in AtlantK' Monthly,

been active, and now, by a happy co-opera- 
tion ot the Athenaeum and the city council, 
success is assured.

NEW POSTOKFIOE, MINNKAPOLIS. 


The building, which is already well under 


way, 
will consist of three stories and a base- 


ment, and will be composed mainly of brick, 
Iron and stone. Wood will enter into ita con- 
struoUon as little as possible, as the intention 
is to make it strictly fireproof. The first floor 
and baaeraent will be divided into compart- 
ments for tho storage of books and for read- 
ing rooms. It is expected that tho Academy 
of Science will occupy the second floor, with 
its several collections illustrative of the nat- 
ural sciences. The third story is to be par- 
ticularly well lighted, so that it can boused 
for various art and studio purposes. The lot 
on which tbe building is to stand was bought 
for SC3,807, and the contracts for all the In- 
eide and outside work amount to $112,000, 
making a total of $175,867. 
The Atheiueum now possesses more than 


14,000 volumes, which will be turned over to 
the general library, their ownership, however, 
being retained by the association. In the 
acquirement of new books it seems to be the 
Idea that the association will expend its funds 
In the purchasing of works of reference, while 
the money raised by the library board will be 
devoted to the accumulation of works of " 
general literary character.
